Harnsburg-, Dec. 12 —(AP)—Incor- 


poration of four airplane companies 
was approved today by the public 
service commission. They arc the 
Gettysburg: Flying Service, Inc., G<H- 
tysburg; Reading- Airways, Reading; 
Noble Aircraft company, Pottsville. 
and the Pennsylvania Aerial Trans- 
portation " company, 
Wilkes-Barre. 


The commission merely approved the 
incorporation of the latter two com- 
panies, but approved no rights since 
the companies have not acquired land- 
ing fields or ship's, the secretary oC 
the commission said. 


Set Regulations 


In granting certificates to the Get- 


tysburg and Reading companies the 
commission made them subject to 
the following limitations: 


That the equipment, pilots and em- 


ployes shall conform to the standard 
preset ibed by the federal flying serv- 
ice and the state aeronautics com- 
mission. 


That they shall carry liability in- 


surance covering the passengers and 
the public. 


That they shall file monthly reports 


and that they may opeiate upon de- 
mand from their airports to various 
places in Pennsylvania. 


Safety Is Consideration 


In granting such certificates the 


commission said that the safety and 
convenience of the public will be given 
fust consideration, but it 
declared 


that the commission recognized the 
iiiamfe.yt necessity of permitting the 
companies such control of operat'ois 
as they best develop the service. 


The commission said that the land- 


ing fields must be more than open 
places and must be equipped with 
conveniences such as those provided 
at railroad stations with adequate 
space for parking automobiles under 
proper regulations.
